DEDOLNGTON CASTLE 
The site of Deddingeton Castle extends over the whole of the playing fields known as 
Castle Grounds, i imits being marked by the massive earthen bank and external ditch. 
For much of its length this ditch has been filled in, but it can still be seen on the 
south and cast sides of the Castle. Even in their present Sta abe of preservation these 
coenveS form a spares rere barrier. 


The original Castle was pro »bably built by Odo, Bishop or Bayeux vand Duke of Kent (he was 
half-brother to William the Conqueror), within a few years ‘of the Norman Conquest. The 
Castle, in its earliest form, consiated of a large bailey or enclosure covering the 

entire area within the defensive banks, together with a motte (a defensive mound of 
earth), of which little remains today. The archaeological excavations have been confined 
to the. small inner bailey at the east end of the Castle - conseque ntly nothing is known 

of the outer bailey presently occupied by the footbail fie id. 


The. inner bailey represents the. strengthening of ‘the ‘Castle by the construction of a: 
smaller but more defensible section. Initially this was achieved by thé construction 
of a simple carthen bank and ditch, dividing the Castle into two parts - this took places 
in the carly years of the twelfth century. Subsequently these eartnen de®ences: were 
partly dismantled and replaced by a stone wail. Sections of this stone wall have been 


exposed by, excavation. Tt is constructed of mortared local ironstone, is seven feet 
8ix inches in, thickness and still stands (though now buried) to a height of seven feet 
in some parts, though for most of its length it has beér totally demolished. This second 


re-fortification took place about the year 1150 whén the Castle was owned by William de 
Chesney, who was an active supporter of King Stephen during the civil war between Stephen 
and Matilde. 


ht the end of the twelfth century a number of tiinor alterations and improvements were 
made .to the defences, including the rebuilding of the Gatehouse and the addition of a 
wall tower, which was built on the remains of the old motte. During this period the 
Castle was in the hands of Guy de Dive. Guy hac acquired *“he property through his wife 
Lucy de Chesney (the great-niece of William de Chesney). The Castle and its manor 
remained in the de Dive family until 1364 when Thomas de Dive sold the estate to the 
“ardon and Canons of the Chapel of St. George at Windsor, who then leased the land to 
the Appletree family. The Castle hed been in a poor state of repair from the latter 
part of the thirteenth century and was eventually systema \tically derolished in the late 
fourteenth century; it is known for example that Bicestor Priory purchased stone fron 
the site of the castle in 1377. 


In addition to these defensive works the excavations revealed a number of stone buildings 
inside the Castle, although in nost cases only the foundations have survived, Ranging 
in date from the late eleventh century to the fourteenth century these include:- a 
small chapel, a solar (the lord's private chamber), the Great Hall and a number of other 
domestic and agricultural buildings, these last mainly belonging to the thirteenth and 
fourteentn century occupation of the Castle. 


A large number of small objects of medieval date were aiso recovered during the course of 
the excavations. By far the commonest were frapments of pottery, including some nearly 
complete vessels, much of which would have’ beer made at the pottery in Brili (Bucking- 
hamshire) about twelve miles away. Other finds included various building materials 
such as green wlazed pottery roof tiles and stone roof slates similar to those still 

in use in the area today; and from the chapel came fragments of painted window glass. 
Another frequent find were the blocks of carefully shaped building stone, brought from 
the guarries at Taynton (near Burford) no more than twenty miles from Deddington, 
Téynton was one of the main sources of hish quality building stone during the Middle 
AECB At Deddineton it was only used for the windows, doorways and corners of the 

nore important buildings. Metal objects were found only rarely and then in a poor 
state of preservation, fragments of iron nails being the most common with very 
occasional finds of arrow heads and knife blades.

Large quantities of animal bones were found ~- these were mostly food remains of cow, 
pig, sheep, duck, goose and even fish. There were however 2 nuisber of more curious 
animal remains SiGe as the skull of a black rat, a large part of the skeleton of a cat 
and quite a number of hawk bones, in several cases forming near complete skeletons. 
Several species of hawk were represented; the peregrine falcon, the kestrel, the kite, 
the sgn ie and at least two types of harrier, all of which are rare or even extinct in 


clay 


modern day Oxfordshire. 


re excavations at Deddington Castle, while revealing considerable information on the 
yvelfth century and subsequent Raietory of the Castle, have raised important questions as 
o the date and function of the original Castle. The great size of the enclosed area, 
the magnitude of the defences and its probable association with a man of the rank of 
Bishop Odo ali lead to the supposition that the Castle, and perhaps the tin as well, 
were places of much more than purely local importance. The answers to these questions 
must await further work, particularly on the unknown outer bailey, but there is however 
no liklihood of this being possible in the forseeable future.

The work already carried out has proved of considerable value in furthering the under- 
peepee of several archacolorical and historical problems, not only about Deddington 
self but also those of a more general nature. Particularly important is the study 

- the pottery which is revealing a detailed picture of the changing styles of pottery 

used throughout the medieval period. As these changes in pottery type are one of the 
most important ways in which! archaeologists are able to date the remains which they 
uncover, Deddington Castle will be of ereat value in the dating of other medieval sites 
in North Oxfordshire.

One of the best nature reserves in. Deddington has to be the churchyard... | There, in 

the unspoilt quietness of well over.an acre of ground, is the perfect place for a great 
yariety of animal and plant life, Grasses, mosses, lichens on the tombstones, fungi 
and wild flowers, trees and bushes abound, Animal life of all sorts, from several 
varieties of sna eage centipedes under stones, insects and spiders to small mammals and 
many birds depend ultimately on the plant life flourishing there. Plant life must comé 
before animal life can be established, and here in the churchyard - more or less 
undisturbed for centuries - ecological conditions are settled and each plant supports 
different kinds of animals, whe in turn provide food for other carnivorous or predatory 
animals, 


Through this mild Pebruary the aconites and snowdrops have been splendid amongst the 
ePaves. A little tree creeper has comneted ait ea the blackbird and song thrush, robin 
and dumnock for song. In the second week of Pebruary I saw a very ea ee bee on some 
ivy leaved toadflax on a warm, sunny wall. tn every ionth of the year I have found 
enats swarming somewhere near the great lime trees at the far end of the old part of the 
churchyard. Their larvae live in the decaying leaves and are extremely hardy. 


Thanks to Ted Johnson and others who help him this churchyard is kept for plant and 
peast and man to enjoy.

Correspondence: from Cluttons, the sclicitors for the Church Commissioners, reminding 
the PC that they had received no reply to their November letter. This referred to the 
lane running from Castle Street to Castle Grounds. They claimed that the lane had 
deteriorated and some difficulty had been found in using the lane wher cars were parled 
there. It was agreed to ask for specific occasions when difficulty had arisen. 


From OCC informing the PC that the cost of ane the grass at Castle Grounds would 
have to be increased from £5.56 per cut to £13.17 per cut. At twelve cuts per year 
this would cost a totel of £150.04 which the PC agreed to accept. 


from Deddington Football Club sia a of a 2 problem of moles at Castle Grounds. 

The Clerk had made some enquiries the Playing Fields' Association, who gave the name 
of a mole catcher who used erat It was agreed to ask the CDC Pest Controller 
to pay a visit to the Grounds, and if the service was free, to carry out the work; or 
if a charge is involved to give an estimate. (The Clerk had discovered alternative 
sugeestions, including stamping on the ground, which vibration could kill the moles or 
frighten them away (Football Club please note) or driving a Flymo lawn-mower at full 
throttle round the Grounds, but it was decided that a more efficient method should be 
available!) 


Repairs to Town Hall: Ken Garrett reported that under the lease for the Town Hall the 
PC is responsible for maintenance. Monty Speucer said his father would probably do 
the work which Council members pratefully accepted, as a sum of nearly £300 had been 
quoted for repairs to the pillars. The lease runs until 198 


Defacement_ of grass south of Market Place: !torman Drake reported on the bad state of 
this grass and a letter had been received complaining of the same matter. The Clerk 
had kept a watch on the srass and reported that it was the Heyfordian buses running 
over the frass which caused the preblen. It was agreed a letter should be written to 
the company requesting their drivers to take more care, 


Traffic and Parking in Hudson Street: Norman Drake requested that Hudson Street be 

made one | way “from High Street endings at Powell's drive entrance. However other Council 
members felt double yellow lines round the corners outside Greenwood's garage and the 
Icecream Parlour, or alternatively the length of Hudson Street might be rore appropriate. 
It was agreed that advice should be sought from the OCC Engineers' Department. 


Street Lighting on A423: Letters had been received from Mr. Forsyth from New Street, 

and from the CC on this matter. Mary Robinson had presented to Councillors a report 

on street lighting in Burford, Woodstock and Amersham. The PC thanked her for 

producing a comprehensive report.on this matter, and she said if any member of the public 
was interested, she would be happy for them to see it. However it was agreed no decision 
could be made until a scheme of definite proposals was received from the CC. 


Windmill Site: Letters were received from Mr. Belsham of The Daedings, and Mr. Kibbels 
also from The Daedings, both expressing concern that the PC were going ahead with the 
purchase of a part of the Windmill site without further reference being made to people 
of the parish. Some PC members felt that enough information was already available via 
the Banbury Guardian and Deddington News, Monty Spencer criticised again inaccurate 

reporting in both publications. Jill Cheeseman pointed out that.it is sometimes 
extremely difficult to report accurately what has been said at a council meeting, and 
proposed that a statement be made to inform the public of the current situation with 
regard to the Windmill site, and this was agreed. It was arreed to appoint Mr. Nick 
Gaunt of Messrs. Johnson and Gaunt, Solicitors, to act on behalf of the PC in the 
proposed purchase

Dear Chairman, Thank you for your letter of the 29 January. 


Your assurance that the discussions with the County authorities are o:ly exploratory 

in charncter does, indeec, allay some of our. fears. New Street Residents were alarmed 
by the possibile prospect of full main road lighting being arbitrarily imposed upon them 
when we all felt that a more environmentally suitable answer could be found. The 
‘Open Letter’ seemed the most effective way of transmitting our concern. 


I note your comments about attending meetings. I must confess that I, personally, 

had not realised that the public were allowed to attend all meetings. Pevertheless 

it is still one way communication because of the rule that the public cannot pass 
comment . Furthrmore there are several residents like myself who cannot attend mid-week 
evening meatings. The more elderly also find a cold winter evening in the Town Hall 

a little difficult? 


In view of the very direct effect on us all of the eventual lighting scheme chosen we 
would still like to state our wish to have an opportunity of hearing the pros and cons 

of the alternatives - if any - at the one time and be able to state our preference. lay 
I suggest that when the Council feels it.has gathered all the facts that either a 

special meeting is arranged or that the public are given permission to comment on that 
specific item of the agenda at a normal monthly Parish Council meeting. 


Lastly, I would like to comment on the report.of the last mecting in the Deddington Mews. 
The fact that no residents. were present bears no relation to our interest in the 

croblcn. Apart. from our understarding thet it was not open to discussion generally 

at this meeting we also cid not feel that we should interfere with your detailed duties. 
as elected Parish Councillors; we merely wich to be assured that when the Council has 
examined all options we will be consulted over the final decision.
